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Property dispute turned ugly? 


Couple's 2l-year-old son 
arrested after home next 
door trashed: Sources

A 21-year-old man will appear in 
court today on charges of breaking 
and entering and mischief over 
$5,000 for allegedly vandalizing a 
Herring Cove home at the centre of 
a court battle between neighbours. 

Police arrested a man at about 
9:20 a.m. on Saturday for breaking 
into Tom and Corrinne Dempsey's 


home under construction at 1594 
John Brackett Dr. earlier that morn¬ 
ing, Halifax regional police Staff Sgt. 
Dave Reynolds said. "There was 
certainly more than enough evi¬ 
dence to make the arrest," he said. 

Sources say the suspect under ar¬ 
rest is the son of a neighbouring 
couple who have recently been em¬ 
broiled in a bitter court dispute 
with the Dempseys over the home's 
construction. 

Reynolds said the suspect is being 
held at the Burnside jail and will ap¬ 
pear in Halifax provincial court this 
morning. He said the accused could 
face jail time if convicted. 


keep-off order 

Corrinne Dempsey said her and 
her husband’s relationship with 
the neighbours, both renowned 
whale researchers at Dalhousie 
University, became so tense that 
she obtained court orders to 
keep them off the property. 

Corrinne Dempsey said she's grate¬ 
ful the arrest was made so swiftly. 

"We feel safer because someone's 
been arrested. Are we happy about 
this? No," she said. 

The owners of the van- 
dalized 
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home woke up Saturday morning to 
find the windows smashed, the elec¬ 
trical panel doors ripped off, and the 
wiring, ductwork and plumbing de¬ 
stroyed. A can of liquid adhesive 
primer they described as "blue goo" 
had been poured into a shop vac¬ 
uum, chainsaw, furnace, locksets, 
pipes and an air compressor. 

"It's a very angry thing that they 
did," Dempsey said. 

She said the damage, which is cov¬ 
ered by insurance, would set back 
the work by several months. 

An ongoing dispute with the 
neighbours over the prox¬ 
imity of the Dempsey's 


three-storey, 3,000-square-foot 
home culminated last week. A Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court justice dis¬ 
missed Hal Whitehead and Lindy 
Weilgart's appeal of a municipal de¬ 
cision to allow the Dempseys to 
build closer to the property line than 
normally permitted. The couple was 
ordered to pay $5,000 in legal fees. 

The phone number listed for the 
Whitehead and Weilgart residence 
was busy yesterday.

Wind and rain weren't 
enough to keep people away 
from the Halifax Common 
yesterday to take part in 
Mudder's Day. 

The Mudder's Day festival 
was designed to celebrate 
motherhood, as well as the 
Earth (hence the "mud" in the 
name) and the start of the 
growing season.

The festival also featured 
information on growing and 
gardening, live music and free 
organic food.

She couldn't 
spend Mother's 
Day with her 
own mother, so 
she figured this 
was the next best 
thing. She said 
the weather even 
added to the ex¬ 
perience.

A workplace inspection re¬ 
view completed by the Labour 
Department supports the re¬ 
fusal of some corrections offi¬ 
cers in the province to do 
inmate transfers. 

The Justice 
Department re¬ 
ceived the results 
of the review Fri¬ 
day and the re¬ 
port includes a 
list of 14 orders 
that the depart¬ 
ment will have 
to answer to by 
May 30. 

"The most im¬ 
portant one of all 
is that the de¬ 
partment itself 
has upheld the right of our 
members to refuse (to do 
transfers) in saying that they 
believe there is reasonable 
cause to have concern for 
one's safety in facilitating the 
outside escorts," said Jim 
Gosse, president of the union 
representing corrections offi¬ 
cers in the province. 

Corrections officers at the 
Burnside jail and other facili¬ 
ties in the province have been 


refusing to do inmate trans¬ 
fers since dangerous offender 
Jermaine Carvery escaped 
while being transferred for 
minor day surgery April 3. 

The guards say they aren't 
properly trained or equipped 
to perform outside escorts 
and have been asking Justice 
Minister 
Cecil Clarke 
to provide 
them with 
batons, pep¬ 
per spray and 
even Tasers. 

Gosse said 
the report or¬ 
ders the Jus- 
t i c e 
Department 
to do more 
work looking 
into equip¬ 
ment used for transfers in 
other provinces, to remedy of¬ 
ficers' lack of training and to 
ensure inmates' criminal his¬ 
tories are considered when as¬ 
sessing their risk level for 
outside escorts. The Justice 
Department said in a release 
the 14 compliance orders are 
being reviewed by staff and a 
response will be issued when 
the review is complete.

Budget backed 


The government seized the 
anti-sealing vessel Farley 
Mowat to draw attention 
away from the deaths of four 
seal hunters, claims seal hunt 
protester Paul 
Watson. 

In April, 
armed RCMP 
officers seized 
the Farley 
Mowat and 
charged the 
top two crew 
members 
with endangering seal hunters 
on nearby ice by coming too 
close to them. The seizure 
came shortly after four seal 
hunters died when their boat 
capsized while being towed. 

Watson said the charges 
are untrue and the Farley 
Mowat was in international 
waters. He said Fisheries Min¬ 


ister Loyola Hearn had the 
ship seized to deflect contro¬ 
versy over the government's 
role in the deaths. 

'Absolutely that's what he's 
doing. They 
don't want the 
sealers hating 
the DFO or the 
Coast Guard, 
they want 
them hating 
us," Watson 
said. 

The Farley 
Mowat currently sits in Syd¬ 
ney Harbour. The Sea Shep¬ 
herd Society, which owns the 
Farley Mowat, has refused to 
pay the $50,000 bond to re¬ 
lease the ship because it 
claims the seizure was an act 
of piracy.

Liberals to support 
fiscal plan despite 
some reservations

Cheaper gas for Nova Sco¬ 
tians isn't on the agenda as 
the government goes into its 
third week of sitting at the 
legislature, but Liberal 
Leader Stephen McNeil said 
his caucus will support the 
Tory budget nonetheless. 

"When we looked at what 
was in it, we felt that it was 
warranted that we support 
this piece of legislation," he 
said yesterday, taking a 
break from cutting the grass 
at his Annapolis Valley 
home. 

A major bone of contention 
for the Liberals since the 


most pleasing 

The decision McNeil was 
most pleased with though 
— which wasn’t part of the 
original budget — was the 
health minister’s an¬ 
nouncement last week of 
$400,000 for 10 additional 
medical school seats at 
Dalhousie University over 
the next two years and tu¬ 
ition support for those in 
the program. 

budget was tabled two weeks 
ago has been the govern¬ 
ment's refusal to ease the high 
cost of fuel in the province by 
deregulating gas prices and/or 
cutting the provincial fuel tax. 

"Everything we were look¬ 
ing for wasn't in this budget 
and that was one of them," 
McNeil said. 

But, he said, he will con¬ 
tinue to push for relief at the 
pumps and, in the meantime, 


McNeil said his caucus will 
support Premier Rodney 
MacDonald's budget. 

He said he was happy 
with several aspects of the 
document, including a heat¬ 
ing rebate program for low- 
income Nova Scotians, a 
healthy living tax credit for 
everyone in the province and 
a public transit tax credit 
that will save transit riders 
about $60 a year. 

"With all of that in mind, 
we decided to support this 
budget," McNeil said. 

McNeil said he announced 
his support of the budget Fri¬ 
day — almost a week before 
the actual vote, which takes 
place this Thursday — be¬ 
cause he felt his party should 
be up front with Nova Sco¬ 
tians about where they 
stand.

They also agreed they will 
ask the federal government to 
return to federal social hous¬ 
ing contribution levels of $2 
billion annually; and they will 
continue to work together on 
the Atlantic gateway for in¬ 
creased economic growth in 
the region. The premiers 
were most optimistic though, 
about Newfoundland and 
Labrador's offshore oil riches 
and how the entire region 
will benefit from that 
province's great fortune.

School boards must know role 


Calgary group 
works well after 
its 1999 dismissal

Halifax can have a viable 
school board again if the 
people who run for it are en¬ 
couraged to look at the big 
picture, says Calgary Board 
of Education chair Pat 
Cochrane. 

"It really is, 'What are we 
here to do? Do we under¬ 


stand what our role is?' It 
imposed discipline on the 
board; we imposed disci¬ 
pline on ourselves," 
Cochrane, in town for 
a Nova Scotia School 
Boards Association 
forum, said Friday. 

Her advice for the 
next Halifax board?

"Remember that you are a 
representative of your city. 
Not of just one small interest 
group, but of all the people 
who elected you." 

In 1999, the Alberta edu¬ 
cation minister fired the en¬ 


tire Calgary board after in¬ 
terpersonal and political 
conflicts made it impossible 
for the board to work 
together. If that 
sounds familiar, it 
should: In 2006, Edu¬ 
cation Minister Karen 
Casey axed the Hali¬ 
fax Regional School 
Board after months of divi¬ 
sive, embarrassing spats be¬ 
tween members. 

Last week, Casey chas¬ 
tised the Strait board after 
one member got into a ver¬ 
bal confrontation with an-

other. 

Unlike Halifax, Calgary 
held school board elections 
immediately, and that's 
when Cochrane was elected 
for the first time. 

"(Back then), it was, 'I 


don't know whether to con¬ 
gratulate you or commiser¬ 
ate with you,'" she laughed. 

The board set out 
some rules of the 
kinds of things it 
wouldn't discuss, such 
as school operational 
issues that staff could 
handle. Instead, 
Cochrane said, it focused on 
issues like declining enrol¬ 
ment and improving test 
scores. 

"We're just regular folks. 
Being the voice of our com¬ 
munity in our school system, 


I think that's a huge thing." 

Mary Delagardelle, head 
of the Iowa School Boards 
Foundation, said part 
of the problem is the 
low voter turnout in 
school board elec¬ 
tions. 

She said Iowa 
board members found 
when they started talking 
about their work differently, 
voters focused less on candi¬ 
dates with pet issues and 
started thinking about the 
best overall candidates.

Living wills get 
legislative weight 


Tory bill would 
make health-care 
wishes binding

Imagine someone in your 
family suddenly had a mas¬ 
sive stroke. 

All of a sudden, 
on top of the bed¬ 
side vigils, the 
worry and fear, 
you've got major 
decisions to make. 

Who will make de¬ 
cisions about that 
person's health care, 
where they will live, 
even what they will eat? 

Dean Hirtle, director of leg¬ 
islative policy with the 
provincial Health Depart¬ 
ment, says roughly 30 to 40 
per cent of families are 
thrown into chaos in these cir¬ 
cumstances because they 
haven't talked about it before¬ 
hand. 


The province introduced a 
new Personal Directives Act 
Friday meant to allow Nova 
Scotians to issue legally bind¬ 
ing instructions on how they 
want to be cared for if they're 
medically incapacitated. You'd 
be able to tell your family how 
and where you want to live, 
whether you want all medical 
intervention possible or no 
heroic measures 
taken. 

It's the kind of in¬ 
formation some 
people put into a 
"living will," a docu¬ 
ment designed to 
communicate your 
wishes if you're no 
longer able to do it 
yourself. Living wills are usu¬ 
ally recognized by health-care 
staff, but they're not legally 
binding, Hirtle said. 

"Only in the hospital setting 
is it clearly highlighted," Hir¬ 
tle said. Medical staff take liv¬ 
ing wills into account, he said, 
but the new law will give it 
legal weight.

Centennial Pool to get new roof 


236 solar panels 
will save 40,000 
litres of oil per year

Now it's just a pool. Soon, 
Centennial Pool will become 
the largest solar-heating proj¬ 
ect in the province. 

On Friday, the province an¬ 
nounced it will pay almost 
half the $567,000 cost to in¬ 
stall 236 solar panels on the 
roof of Centennial Pool. The 


city estimates that will save 
40,000 litres of oil and reduce 
greenhouse gases by 100 
tonnes per year. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said the 
city will spend $3 million in 
the next few years to maintain 
the 40-year-old pool. 

The same fund, available to 
municipalities, will also pay 
about half of a proposed $1.1- 
million green refit to Sackville 
Stadium. In part, the project 
will allow heat produced dur¬ 
ing icemaking to heat the pool. 
It will save $145,000 per year 
on the facility's power bills. 


green savings 

Metro Transit's building 
is already undergoing a 
major refit, and will get 
just more than $300,000 
toward new lighting, bet¬ 
ter ventilation and a 
high-efficiency rooftop. 
This phase of the refit 
will cost nearly $620,000, 
and will save $70,000 a 
year in power bills. 


Other green projects that 
received provincial funding 
were based in Yarmouth and 
New Glasgow.

NAFTA-gate and 
Mulroney inquiries 
remain unlaunched 

With MPs scheduled to head 
home soon for the summer, 
opposition parties 
are accusing 
Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper of 
stalling on two 
high-profile inves¬ 
tigations that 
could prove em¬ 
barrassing or 
awkward for his 
government. 

Harper is under increasing 
pressure to get to the bottom 
of the scandal over leaks on 
NAFTA and to move ahead 
with a public inquiry into the 


Mulroney- Schreiber affair — 
a probe he promised in No¬ 
vember. 

The Prime Minister is tak¬ 
ing much too long to investi¬ 
gate the leak from his office on 
Feb. 26 that led to American 
complaints that 
Canada interfered in 
United States domes¬ 
tic affairs, says NDP 
Deputy House Leader 
Joe Comartin. 

It has been nine 
weeks since Harper 
said the government

Both sides 
digging in for 
mining fight 

The mining industry has long 
operated out of sight, and 
mind. Not any more: Soaring 
prices for uranium, platinum 
and other minerals have 
touched off a claims-staking 
rush across much of Canada. 

And under a century-old 
Mining Act, across Canada, 
the staking of claims on pri¬ 
vate and even public lands in 
secret is taking place and con¬ 
sidered legal and crucial to the 
industry. 

The race for resources has 
put the spotlight on the Act as 
natives and non-natives are 
uniting to protest to govern¬ 
ments over a prospector's 
ability to essentially dig out 
from under homeowners 
without notice.

Tornadoes kill 22 


Destruction seen 
across central, 
southeastern U.S. 

Tornadoes killed at least 22 
people and injured hundreds 
as they ripped through com¬ 
munities in the central and 
southeastern United States 
over the weekend. 

Authorities said 14 people 
died in Missouri, six in Okla¬ 
homa and two in Georgia as 
the storms tracked a course 
from the border of Kansas 


and Oklahoma Saturday into 
Georgia yesterday, destroying 
homes, overturning cars, 
blocking roads, downing 
power lines and uprooting 
trees. 

Ten people died in Newton 
County, Missouri, on the bor¬ 
der with Oklahoma, accord¬ 
ing to Susie Stonner of the 
Missouri Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency, adding that 
police had not ruled out find¬ 
ing more victims. 

Hardest hit was Racine, a 
tiny community in Newton 


County about 170 miles 
south of Kansas City. 

The path of destruction 
was a mile wide in some 
places, said Jason Schau- 
mann, a meteorologist with 
the National Weather Service 
in Missouri. 

"This looks like a very 
large tornado," he said. 
"We've got indications of cars 
that were thrown a quarter 
to a half mile, and frame 
homes that were swept off 
their foundations."

Canada's players have echoed a famil¬ 
iar refrain about "getting better every 
day" at the world hockey championship. 

As the defending champions head 
into a pivotal match-up with Finland 
today at 4:30 p.m. at the Metro Centre 
in a rematch of last year's gold-medal 
game, they'll have to improve upon near 
perfection to follow through on their 
words. 

Canada pounded Germany 10-1 in ef¬ 
fortless fashion Saturday, dominating 
from the opening faceoff.

Jokinen earns 
l-game suspension

The trail of blood on the ice 
from Anssi Salmela's broken 
nose after the final horn 
sounded told the story. 

Finland remained unbeaten 
with a hard-fought 3-2 victory 
over the United States last 
night at the Metro Centre in 
the nastiest game yet at the 
world hockey championship.

Saving trees with digital data 


Survey indicates 
Canadians want 
to save paper

A new study reveals the av¬ 
erage working Canadian 
prints 30 pages of docu¬ 
ments every day, of which 
12 are thrown into the 
garbage. 

The Leger Marketing 
study, produced in tandem 
with Recombo Paper Man¬ 
agement Systems and Telus 
Corporation highlighted the 
need for waste paper man¬ 
agement policies and digital 
document handling to re¬ 
duce paper use in the work¬ 
place. 

The study also showed 
that about half of Canadians 


surveyed would gladly use 
digital documentation in 
order to reduce paper waste 
at their place of work. 

Joe Pach, director of envi¬ 
ronment at Telus, says the 
company is committed to 
reducing paper through the 
introduction of paperless 
contracts for its business ac¬ 
counts, which use secure 
digital signatures and inter¬ 
active menus to eschew the 
need for paper. The docu¬ 
ments are protected 
by encryption and 
fully legally bind¬ 
ing. 

Pach explains 
that the initiative, 
called Telus Secure 
Contracts, is meant 
to reduce paper 
waste in high-vol¬ 
ume businesses that 
tend to use the most 


paper. 

"The average company 
makes something like 19 
copies of each customer-fac¬ 
ing document. Having a vir¬ 
tual interface eliminates that 
need to move paper around 
— it's a way of dealing with 
contracts that is 



secure, digital and does away 
with paper," Pach said. 

A move to paperless docu¬ 
ments is quietly making its 
way into the working world, 
though progress is still slow. 

Several years ago, the law 
office of Behiel, Munkler & 
Will in Saskatchewan took 
20,000 documents and files 
and scanned them into a 
digital format, letting the 
files be sent electronically 
and stored on hard 
drives instead of in fil¬ 
ing cabinets. The 
company also con¬ 
verted many docu¬ 
ment processes, such 
as the filling of wills 
and land survey forms, 
to a digital format. 
Aaron Behiel, a partner 
at the firm, admits how¬ 
ever that many people 
still end up asking for 


You may pay the price for policy 


Union employees 
rarely have access 
to the courts 

W hen Air Canada 
learned that it 
had wrongly ac¬ 
cused employee Troy An¬ 
drews of setting off a fake 
fire alarm at Pearson In¬ 
ternational Airport in 
Toronto, it did what many 
employers wouldn’t have 
done: it apologized. 

But Air Canada’s apol¬ 
ogy fell on deaf ears. 
Claiming that he was mis¬ 
treated during the course 
of the investigation into 
the incident, Andrews 
filed a grievance under 
the collective agreement, 
where an arbitrator ulti¬ 
mately dismissed his 
claims. 

Presumably dissatisfied 
with the arbitrator’s deci¬ 
sion, Andrews struck 
again: this time he initi¬ 
ated a lawsuit in the On¬ 
tario Superior Court — 
suing Air Canada and its 
representatives for alleged 
wrongs they had commit¬ 
ted during the ordeal. 

In bringing a court ac¬ 


tion, I suspect that An¬ 
drews was attracted to the 
perceived advantages of a 
lawsuit over a typical 
union grievance — the po¬ 
tential monetary recovery 
seemed greater, the news 
media would surely report 
his case and 
the judge 
would sym¬ 
pathize with 
his story, 
whereas the 
arbitrator 
may have got 
it wrong — 
or so he 
thought. 

Rather 
than re¬ 
sponding to 
the merits of Andrews’ 
case, however, the defen¬ 
dants contested the juris¬ 
diction of the judge, 
arguing that, as a union¬ 
ized employee, Andrews 
had no right to sue in 
court. 

Recently, the Ontario 
Court of Appeal agreed, 
ruling that the alleged 
dispute fell within the ex¬ 
clusive jurisdiction of an 
arbitrator appointed 
under the collective agree¬ 


ment, rather than that of 
the courts. 

Although courts have 
some limited discretion to 
entertain workplace dis¬ 
putes between unionized 
employees and their em¬ 
ployer, these employees 
generally 
must seek 
any redress 
through 
grievance 
procedures 
in their col¬ 
lective agree¬ 
ments, or 
through 
labour tri¬ 
bunals. 

This ap¬ 
proach is not 
novel: since 1995 , when 
the Supreme Court ruled 
that disputes arising 
under a collective agree¬ 
ment should only be re¬ 
solved by labour 
arbitrators, unionized em¬ 
ployees have been without 
the same access to the 
courts as their non-union¬ 
ized peers. 

Here is some advice for 
unionized employees seek¬ 
ing to bring their claims 
before the courts: 


» Approach jurisdictional 
issues realistically. With 
the preponderance of case 
law favouring an ap¬ 
proach that limits access 
to courts, a lawsuit should 
be commenced only as a 
last resort or where 
unique circumstances are 
obvious. 

» Review and exhaust 
available appeal routes 
promptly. Most collective 
agreements require griev¬ 
ances to be brought 
within strict time limits. 
Similarly, labour relations 
tribunals consistently 
turn away complaints that 
are brought in an un¬ 
timely fashion. 

» Obtain professional ad¬ 
vice. It is not always a 
smart idea to launch an 
expensive lawsuit. The ju¬ 
risdictional maze of the 
court system is particu¬ 
larly complex — and the 
appropriate procedural 
route will differ depend¬ 
ing on the facts and cir¬ 
cumstances of the case.

paper copies of documents, 
though the initiative has 
been a success at saving 
paper overall.

sense from a standpoint of 
efficiency.

"It was an exciting experi¬ 
ence to be able to help some¬ 
one have the wedding of 
their dreams," Marcial said.

But planning a wedding

Solo dancer bows out 



Tedd Robinson to 
end career with 
Live Art shows

It will be a rather serendipi¬ 
tous moment for Tedd Robin¬ 
son when he performs in 
Halifax later this week. 

It was the founder of lo¬ 
cally-based Live Art Dance, 
the late Diane Moore, who 
commissioned Robinson's 
first solo work more than 
two decades ago. Now, the 
dancer will end his solo ca¬ 
reer with three Live Art 
shows at the Sir James Dunn 
Theatre later this week. 

"I didn't know exactly 
what I would do, but I felt I 
wanted to develop my craft 
more and take a good look at 
things," he said. "That oppor¬ 
tunity opened up a sense of 
confidence." 


The dance guru - and for¬ 
mer Zen monk - is finishing 
his solo career with REDD, the 
final part in a dance trilogy. 
The dance is split into three 
segments, and features Robin¬ 
son pulling on elements from 
his life. The project developed 
after the Ottawa-based chore¬ 


ographer bought a farm on the 
north side of the Ottawa River 
west of the capital. He worked 
on the dance in a barn he 
turned into a studio space. 

"I talk about my neigh¬ 
bours, some of the things that 
have happened here, some of 
my thoughts on living alone 


in the country." 

Robinson used this as the 
first section of the piece. For 
the other parts, he reflected 
on the role of Buddhism in his 
life—which he refers to as he 
silent partner. "Having spent 
time in fairly deep practice, it 
can't help but change the way

you see things, and how you 
do things," he said. 

The dancer — who left the 
monastery in 2000 — says 
creating solo pieces has been 
part of his religious teaching, 
and his effort to feel more 
connected with himself and 
the world around him. 

"It is personal, but it is 
mostly simple, and allows me 
to speak personally about the 
time spent making this solo, 
and a little about me stopping 
performing," Robinson said. 
"I am not absolutely stopping, 
but I am stopping this trilogy 
and doing solo work."

Hogan's son sentenced 


Gets eight months 
in jail for car crash 
that injured friend 

The son of wrestler and real¬ 
ity TV star Hulk Hogan was 
sentenced to eight months in 
jail on Friday for causing a 
car crash that seriously in¬ 
jured his passenger. 

Nick Bollea, 17, pleaded no 
contest to a charge of reck¬ 
less driving with serious bod¬ 
ily harm before he was 
sentenced by Pinellas County 
Judge Phillip Federico. 

Bollea crashed his car into 
a tree in Clearwater, Fla., on 
Aug. 26 last year. Police said 
he was speeding and racing 
another car. 

Bollea's passenger and 
friend, John Graziano, 22, 
suffered severe head injuries 
and remains in a semicon¬

scious state in a hospital. 

"I think there has to be 
some punishment," Federico 
said at the hearing. He also 
sentenced Bollea to five years 
probation and 500 hours of 
community service and sus¬ 
pended his driver's licence 
for three years. 


Graziano's parents asked 
that Bollea be sentenced to 
some jail time. They said 
their son would need medical 
care for the rest of his life and 
are suing Hogan and Bollea 
for millions of dollars in 
damages. 

Hogan, whose real name is 


Terry Bollea, defended his 
son. "Nick is a good person. 
He's kind, gentle and com¬ 
passionate," he told the judge. 

Nick Bollea apologized to 
Graziano's family and his 
own. "I pray for John every 
day. I'm terribly sorry," he 

Said. REUTERS

"Basically, I have two closets, a lot of 
the stuff was missing out of one and the 
next closet was almost completely 
empty," Hastings says on a video fea¬ 
tured on the buzznet site, claim¬ 
ing her things disappeared 
during an unauthorized late-night 
party tossed by her housesitter. 

Citing five witnesses, Hastings, 

23, also alleges, "They all said 
they saw Lindsay Lohan basically 
in my closet, handing a bag of clothes 
to her bodyguard." 

In an e-mail to People, Lohan's rep 
responds: "This is all not true. It's not 
what it seems." 

Police reportedly searched for the 
missing items, but they were not recov¬ 
ered. 

According to documents that Inside 
Edition obtained from the Los Angeles 
County District Attorney's office, Hastings 
did report the theft of clothing, but the DA's 
office pressed no charges against Lohan, 
due to insufficient evidence. 

"I contacted Lindsay and said, 'Look, I 
know you stole my clothes.' She then said I 
was completely delusional, I was pathetic," 
Hastings said.
